Notwithstanding nil the ink vrasted 
by our local coutemi)orary in tho gen- 
«rouB, whole-fioulcd work of writing 
the British Columbia contin-jent down 
an ass, it will be seen that our ropro- 
■eniativjBS in both Houses of Parlia- 

r..meiifeat.Ottawa are doing faithfully 
and well the work for which they were 
sent to Ottawa. "\Ye shall not imi- 
tate our jaunaiced and narrow-mind- 
ed conteroporary and make an excep- 
llion even ofjits mnstar.althoughit must 
be confessed that the utility of much 
p( his questioning is open to doubt. 

, jfc will bo peroieved that Senator Mac- 
donald is blooming into an active and 
useful member and good debater. We 
are particularly pleased with his re- 
marks touching the matter of railway 
surveys in this Province, and the sug- 
gestion to establish a permanent rail- 
way office hero, "where the labor and 
field-notes of the siiminor could 
bo worked up without Laving to bo 
sent im Ottawa" is an oxeollent one, 
which wc hope to see promptly aoteil 
upon. Tho object of^tho Senator's 
motion set down for the llith inst. was 
to afford an opportunity of disoussiug 
the whole question, with a view to 
showing tho impracticability of nnxnd 
land and water communication across 
the continent, and the report of the 
discuBsioii will be looked for with 
some interest in this Province. Turn- 
ing to the House of Commons, we 
have the mbmber for Yale-Kootonay 
figuring somewhat prominently and 
by no means discreditably, the efforts 
of certain parties botn here and at 
Ottawa to place him in a false light to 
the contrary notwithstanding. The 
sensitivencsH, caeniing touchiness, of 
British Cwlumbia in relation to recent 
transaction may possibly not be quite 
understood in tho sister Provinces; 
but Mr. Dewdney, in evmcinga desire 
to get at the bottom of certain sus- 
picious negotiations and combinations 
which occasioned so much painful 
distrust and unrest here, is in perfect 
accord with public opinion not only in 
his own constituency, but throughout 
the country. Tho member for New 
Westminster, too, has early shown 
bimself alive to the interest entrusted 
to Mb keeping, and we venture to 
think that the important constituency 
that gentleman represents will get 
something more rubstantial than fair 
promises now. Lastly, but by no 
means "leastly," turn wc to the mem- 
ber for Vancouver — ^^he whom our local 
contemporary would have the public 
believe only a target for wit and - ri- 
dicule to shoot at. ^Ir. IJunster had 
scarcely been a week in tho House of 
Commons when ht> obtained a Select 
Committee for the purpose of enquir- 
ing into the cuwtoms tariff, in the in- 
terests of agriculture and oomniercein 
British Columbia. Whatever difference 
of opinion may exist on the abstract 
question, all will agree that the new 
member for Vancouver District has 
displayed honesty, earnestness, and 
tact in following up the important 
question of protection to tho agricul- 
turists of tho Pacific Province. Not- 
withstanding that JlrH. Partington Las 
declared comparisons to be"o(lon)us," 
wo venture to institute one between 
the modest Bunuter and tho preten- 
tious UeCosmo.s. Tiio Iiittor went to 
Ottawa as the champion of i)rotection to 
•grioulture, — tnrniufj Ins back on the 
eauae here, as ho suid, that he might tho 
more effectually promote it there; bnt he 
••t out three soMsion.s withont ever open- 
ing his iDOiith on tho suliject. Kay, 
worse Btill, when tlie question was dis- 
OUsseJ for three dn.ya, aftnr duo notioc, 
and members from other Proviiicea stood 
up and advocated the interests of the 
farmers of British Golnmbia, thisgself- 
conatituted champion of the agrioaltarists 
was not heard, was not even Been; he 
cl«imn not even to hftvo been in the 
House! How very different with Mr. 
Bunslor. tho truu and eiirucst advocate of 
protection for our farmers, 'i'l uo to tho 
erase hero, he had ulwuya a word to Hay 
for it in season and, perhnps wo may add, 
out of season; and at Ottawa ho had 
scarcely warmed his seat when he mie- 
coodod in obtaining the appointment of a 
Committee. The explanation is obvious: 
Tho one is a self -siiolting, protontioii s 
■ham. kThe other, an honest, earui'ni 
advoeuto of the cause he liiis espoused, 
Let the paid orgnn praise tlio ono ami 
hold tho other up to lidioulo. Tho in- 
Ulligent farmers of Vancouver, of British 
Columbia, will know how to diacriminiite 
between brummagem and tho pure 
metal.

Yoar wish for joy over my plum pudding 
has boon fu:lillod. lam keeping your 
present of oliampagno for a special oc 
casiou. Continuing thus in a friendly 
strata overtwo pages of paper.Dr. Living- 
stone turns to e*'ogrnphical matters. Al- 
luding to tho error with respect to the 
sources of tho Zambesi whieli t' ok liim a 
period of twenty-two months to elimiu- 
Hto, he says that on his receiving tho 
h'ttor ho went back to tlio head-waters of 
Zambosi lliver in order to soo tliat no 
' more chaff occurred, and that he had been 
the unfortunate means of demolishing 
two Empires.

In the Senate yesterday, iho House sat 
till four o'clock with closed doors, and 
thereafter tho Hon. Mr. Penny moved for 
information and documents respecting al- 
legal complaints against the Collector of 
Customs of Montreal, whfch was agreed 
to by the Govermiont. 

In reply to Mr. Thompson (Ilaldi- 
mand), 

.Tho lion. Mr. Mackenzie said ^Mr. ^^llc- 
dougall was still in thoemploy of tho gov- 
ernment in the capacuty of a sortof gener- 
al Immigration .\gent in tho Northern 
States of Europe. His engagement ter- 
minated to-morrow, April 11th, and his 
salary'was t'^'iOO n month, witli allowancoB 
for. travelling. He (Mr. Maeken/,ie) had 
sonie reason to bolievo that the present 
Superintendent of Emigration in England 
tMr.

Mr. Charlton moved resolutions favor- 
ing the ))rosecui.ion of further explora- 
tion of tlio North-we.-.t Territories, aud 
the wide diiTusion of acourato iuforma- 
tion respecting tlieir rosouroea in' Euro- 
pean countries.

total .abolition of tlio r.nihvay passenger 
duty as a tax upon loeomotiim. 

Some fifty gentlemen of emincnco in 
tho oommereial world waited on tho First 
Lord of theTronsuiy, to urgo upon liiin 
the ailvi>=ability of appointing a Minister 
of Commerce.

The roprosoutation of Eritish Columbia 
lu Parliament is not now a question for 
<liscussion; It was settled by Parliament, 
and IS oulillod to bo considered a finali- 
ty, until, at least, a now census may af- 
ord the basis lor a ro.listribution and re- 
arrangement of tho roprnsenta^ioni • ^We 
never have thought, and do nof n«W 
tuink, that the westernmost Province of 
tho Dominion has a diHproportionate ro- 
preseutation in the Senate or inthoHouso 
uf Commons, tho peculiarity of its cir- 
emnsuuicus, as well us the number of its 
inhabitants, beiug taktn into account. 
Iho Bniish Columbia members haVa 
good reason to object to this assault 
upon them from a leading Ministerial pa- 
per; aud their feelings of respect for the 
tiovornnient aro not likely to be strength- 
oned.if indeed their feelings of dislike do 
not become more so, when tho circumstan- 
ces which huvo excited this displ.iy of 
temper aro called to mind. If Messra. 
Bunstor, and Dewduey, and Eoscoe, and 
Thompson, and Cunningham would but 
sit quietly in their seats aud allow it to 
be under ttood that Mr. Amor DeCosmoa 
fairly represents them and their Province, 
there would not, wo venture to eay.be ond 
word of objection such as has found ex- 
pression in the Montreal organ of tha 
Govornment. To our mind the British 
Columbians are to be commended rather 
than denounced. They have made no 
throats to which reasonoblo objections 
can be taken. Tlioy say, and fairly say, 
that they agreed to union with Canoda 
upon terms which were the result of 
lengthened conferences, and mutual con- 
cessions, and that to violate those torma 
without thoir consent, without their be- 
iug asked, in fact, is an insult to them and 
a wrong to their Provinc2. They would 
be made of poor stulT if they did not rise 
iu Parliament to defend their Province 
and to deuoiince thoso who have played 
false with it aud them. Despite the 
siK'crs and tho assaults of tho Montreal 
Herald, we venture to think that an hon- 
est public sentiment will declare that our 
frieuds from the Pacific have no small 
measure of justico on their side, aud are 
not fairly open to the Ministorial cenaurea 
wiiieh have been heaped upon them,

SELLING OFF TO CLOSE BUSI-

Tho Senator editor of the ?iIonlreal 
Herald, who seems lo consider it necessa- 
ry to make compensation for his appoint- 
ment to the "Lords" by an excess of Par- 
ty zeal, has fallen foul of the British Col- 
umbia repr(5sentali>es in Parliament. 
Taking for his text thd late aiuhdc on the 
Pacific slope, and wiiat he is (ileascd to 
consider tho altogether too independent 
expressions of opinion used by tho major- 
ity of the representatives of the Pacific 
Province in the House of Commons, the 
Senator editor thus discourses: 

"Socossion has turned out a bad game 
clsnvhero for the s c aP rs, and whatiivcr 
might bo tho results in British (!idumb'u, 
it is evidently quito impossible for t ho I 
Federal Parliament to sulmiit to bo bul- 
lied by the threats either of tho Colum- 
bians or their representatives, somo of 
whom have been already foolish enough 
to hint at a breaking ui) of tho Confeder- 
ation if thoy caunot have their own way. 
'I'hat ultima ratio may as well be mot first 
as last, for if \Y.fi in tha older Proviuces 
once yield to menace, we may iiut Iho 
government of the country into oommis- 
aion in tho hands of (he British Colum- 
bian delegation. Tho fact is that theso 
gentleuien presume ou ono advantage, 
which thoy hold unfairly at tho oxpouso 
of the rest of tho Provinces, iu order, 
through it, to compel compliance with 
other demands. Their Pro viuce has a very 
disproportionate representation, both iu 
the House of Commons and in tho Senate, 
and it inakos a great show when four or
